AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE RHODE ISLAND BOND 

BENEFIT COMPANY. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section 1. Franklin P. Owen, Charles H. Owen, pa88edNov.28, 

Alpha R. Hill, and Lizzie M. Hill, their associates and — ' 

successors, are hereby created a corporation by the 
name of The Rhode Island Bond Benefit Company, for 
the purpose of loaning money upon security both real 
and pei-sonal, buying and selling real estate and leasing 
the same, and also constructing buildings and taking 
contracts and giving contracts concerning the same, to 
become bail in civil cases in this state: Provided^ how- 
evei\ that in case of bail, as herein provided for, all the 
stockholders of this corporation shall be jointly and 
severally liable for any liability accruing thereon to 
said corporation, with all the powers and privileges, 
and subject to all the duties and liabilities set forth in 
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chapters 17H and 1 77 of the General Laws, and in any 
acts in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation shall 
not exceed one hundred thousand dollars, to be di- 
vided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and to 
be fixed in amount from time to time by the stock- 
holders, and said shares shall be transferable in such 
manner as the by-laws of said corporation shall pre- 
scribe. 

Sec. 3. The stock or shares of each and every 
stockholder shall be pledged and liable to the corpora- 
tion for all debts and demands due and owing from
